The approval of the Deputy Director, Forward Markets 
Commission under Sub-section (1) of Section 11 of the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act 1952 (74 of 1952), 
read with Notification of the Government of India, 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry No. S.O. 1162, dated 
the 4th Ma\, 1960 has been obtained to the following 
amendments made to the By-laws of the Hyderabad Oils 
& Seeds Exchange Ltd., Hyderabad : — - 

AMENDMENTS 

1. For By-law 89A, the following By-law shall be 
substituted , viz, : — 

"89 A. Whenever it is considered expedient in the 
interest of the trade so to do, the Board or the 
Forward Markets Commission may require 
every member, before entering into a hedge con- 
tract to obtain a declaration in the prescribed 
form from any or all of his clients indicating 
his true name, address, occupation, any other 
name or trading styles in which he trades and/or 
the names of other members of the Exchange 
with whom he has traded, Copies of such 
declarations shall be filed with the Exchange 
immediately after the contracts are entered into 
and the declarations together with documents 
pertaining to the contracts shall be open to ins- 
pection by the Exchange or the Commission”. 

2. After By-law 185, the following new By-Jaw shall 
be added as By-law 185A, viz. ■■ — 

185A(a). If a non-member client tails to pay the 
amount of margin if any, prescribed under the 
By-laws in respect of contracts made with or 
through a membei, the member concerned shall 
have the right to dose the said contracts at the 
market rate or at such rate or rates as may be 
fixed by the Board in this behalf, 

(b) When a non-member client has not paid the 
prescribed margin deposit, it shall be open to 
the Board to direct the member to square up 
the open position of the client in respect ot 
which margin has not been paid, at such rate 
or rates as may be fixed by the Board. 

3. In the official contracts Forms for Hedge Contracts 
for Groundnut Oil between member and non-member 
appended to the By-laws (i) the following term shall be 
added after term >, as term 3 A, viz. : — 

“3A, You shall have to give a declaration in writing 
in a form prescribed by the Board of Directors 
of the Exchange indicating your true name, 
address, occupation, any other name or trading 
styles in which you trade and the names of 
other members of the Exchange with whom you 
have traded whenever such a form is prescribed 
by the Board.” 


(ii) For term 4, the following shall be substituted , 
viz, ; — 

“4. if you tail to comply with any of the aforesaid 
terms T/we shall nave the liberty to close the 
contract at the market rate or at the rate or 
rates fixed by the Board of Directors of the 
Hyderabad Oils & Seeds Exchange Ltd„ in this 
behalf at your risk and on your account without 
consulting you.

III. After Bye-law 131, the following new Bye-law 
shall be added as Bye-law 131A, namely : — 

‘13 1A. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
contained in these Bye-laws, if the difference be- 
tween the maximum rate, if any, fixed for a deli- 
very' of the hedge contract under Bye-law 226 and 
the due date rate fixed for that delivery, is less than 
the penalty payable under Bye-law 13f(b) to the 
buyer by the seller who has been served with a 
demand notice but has failed to deliver goods (either 
wholly or partly) the said penalty shall be reduc- 
ed to an amount equal to the said difference; and if 
the due date rate fixed is the same as the maximum 
rate, no penalty shall be payable under Bye-law 
131(b) to the buyer by the seller. 

IV. In Bye-law 153A, in line 3, figure *50* shall be 
substituted by figure ‘47’. 

V. In Bye-law 155, after the word ‘for’ and before 
the word 'survey’, in last line, the words ‘refraction and* 
shall be inserted, 

VI. Bye-law 159A shall be omitted.
